1* Reference is made to Hi Snatch I 
u&ry 1950* That dispatch pointed out that the Treasury Department 
had changed its leave regulations for overseas employees to coin- 
cide with those of the Foreign Service* You request information 
concerning such a policy and what authority was necessary* 


2* The original leave provisions for Government employees are 
set out In Section 50 of Title 5 of the United States Code* That 
l«r was originally approved in 1893 and provided that the head of 
a department may grant thirty days* annual leave with pay in ary- 
one year to an ejj$>loyee* In 1932 Congress passed a law providing 
that no employee who receives annual leave with pay shall be 
granted such leave In excess of fifteen days in any one year* There 
was a proviso in that act that such reduction would not apply to 
officers holding official station outside the continental limits of 
the United States* In 1936 the current leave act was passed pro- 
viding for twenty-six days of annual leave* However, the Leave Act 
of 1933 contained a saving clause which provided that the new pro- 
visions should not prevent the continuance of any existing leave 
differential obtaining for the benefit of employees stationed out- 
side the continental limits of iho United States* In effect, there- 
fore, while employees in the United States were authorized twenty- 
six days, those employees stationed abroad wore authorised to re- 
ceive thirty days of leave, exclusive of holidays, during the period 
of service abroad* 

3* It would appear that I I has reference to this authority. 

However, it should be kept in mind that in some cases a Treasury 
Department employee nay be integrated into the Foreign Service for a 
period of time and under such circumstances would rece ive th e same 
leave benefits as other Foreign Service employees. If I I is re-
